MILWAUKEE Milwaukee Mayor Tom Barrett 
was hospitalized Sunday after a man attacked 
him with a metal pipe as the mayor tried to 
assist a grandmother screaming for help near 
the Wisconsin State Fair. 

Barrett, 55, was in stable condition at a local 
hospital with a fractured hand and other head 
and hand wounds, official said. 

The mayor had gone to the fair outside 
Milwaukee on Saturday night with his sis- 
ter, two daughters and a niece. As the group 
left and walked to Barrett’s car, they heard a 
woman screaming for someone to call 911, 
police said. 

Police said the woman was a grandmother 
who was trying to protect her i-year-old grand- 
daughter from a 20 -year-old man, an assault 
authorities characterized as a domestic dis- 
pute. 

The suspect then fled the area when he 
heard sirens. He was arrested on Sunday at a 
Milwaukee home, and police recovered the 
alleged weapon. The woman and baby were 
uninjured. 

Milwaukee Police Chief Edward Flynn said 
authorities had no reason to believe the sus- 
pect knew it was the mayor he was attacking.

President Obama is hardly the consummate 
Western outdoorsman. 

The Marlboro Man he’s not. 

He’s spent his adult life in big cities— 
New York, Chicago and, now, Washington. 
Basketball, golf and bodysurfing are how this 
jock rolls. Indoor gym workouts of cardio 
exercise and weight training are the norm. 
Hunting, climbing, rafting— not so much. 

Yet there he was on a summer weekend, 
enthusiastically soaking in America’s vast 
wilderness. He toured ^llowstone National 
Park, checking out Old Faithful, and then 
set his sights on the Grand Canyon, where 
he strolled trails along the rim. He cast a fly 
while fishing in a Montana river. 

“Oh, that’s pretty good. Cool! Fook at 
that. That’s a geyser there,” Obama said 
Saturday as the first family watched the 
world’s most famous geyser erupt. Earlier,

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Chicago 
man goes 
missing in 
Costa Rica

The search continued 
Sunday in a forested 
national park in Costa 
Rica for a Chicago doc- 
toral student missing since 
last week. 

Volunteers from the 
Chicago area are assisting 
the local Red Cross and 
Costa Rican authorities 
to comb the rugged Parque Nacional Rincon de la 
Vieja in Costa Rica for the whereabouts of David 
Gimelfarb, 28, a student at the Adler School of 
Professional Psychology in Chicago. Family said 
Gimelfarb, a resident of Buena Park, has not been 
seen since Aug. ii, when he was seen by a park 
ranger. 

“I am just praying for him,” said Gimelfarb’s 
mother, Luda, on the phone Sunday morning 
from Costa Rica, where she is helping organize 
the search. 

“He’s an experienced hiker. He’s not a 
professional, but he’s experienced enough to 
take care of himself All I can do is hope for a safe 
return.” 

Search teams are covering the area on foot and 
on horseback, Luda Gimelfarb said. But the dense 
trees and vegetation are making it difficult to 
search by air, she said. 

According to a Costa Rican police report filed 
by his father, David Gimelfarb was staying at the 
Hotel Guachipelin in Guanacaste province. Roma 
Gimelfarb tried calling his son at the hotel on Aug. 
12, but he couldn’t reach him. The hotel told him 
his son left a day before for the national park and 
had not returned. 

Gimelfarb’s parents have sought help from 
officials at the American embassy in San Jose, the 
Costa Rican capital, but have been disappointed 
with what they believe is a slow response, Luda 
Gimelfarb said. 

“The American embassy does not want to get 
involved. We contacted them and they did not 
offer to help look for him,” she said.

Pothole war victory 

New funding good news for motorists driving on area’s worst roads

It seemed like the potholes ran as deep as 
the Grand Canyon on Grand Avenue east of 
the Kennedy Expressway 

Despite dozens of trips by pothole-patch- 
ing crews over the last two winters to repair 
the crater-pocked section of Grand between 
Halsted and Desplaines Streets, the effort 
did little if any good. 

At least not until this summer, when the 
old deteriorated pavement was removed and Grand was resurfaced, 
providing a new service life of seven to 15 years for the high-traffic 
arterial street. 

It was just one small victory in the difficult war against literally 
millions of potholes and dangerously worn streets in the Chicago 
area. 

But for the first time since state funding for many routine rehabs 
of infrastructure dried up in 2006, the tide is now starting to turn in 
the right direction with the help of hundreds of millions of dollars 
in new federal and state funding. 

About 90 individual resurfacing projects worth more than $194 
million are under way this summer on major arterial streets in 
Chicago and across the six-county region under the direction of the 
Illinois Department of Transportation. 

Work is more than 90 percent completed on 18 of those projects. 


according to IDOT spokeswoman Marisa Kollias. 

Those projects range from about four miles of Ogden Avenue in 
the west suburbs, to sections of Touhy Avenue in Cook County 

In addition, the City of Chicago plans to resurface 37 individual 
sections of city streets this year, totaling 31 miles at a cost of about $86 
million, according to the Chicago Department of Transportation. 

Eight resurfacing projects have begun or been completed on sec- 
tions of Addison Street, Lincoln Avenue, Peterson Avenue, i8th 
Street, Division Street, Grand Avenue, Ogden Avenue and Pulaski 
Road, CDOT spokesman Brian Steele said. 

Work is expected to start in the next two weeks on at least a dozen 
more locations, he said. 

The money to do the badly needed maintenance comes courtesy 
of the American Recovery and Reinvestment Act of 2009, better 
known as the Obama administration’s economic stimulus program 
to put people to work on shovel-ready projects. 

But there’s more. 

Chicago received about $15.6 million for arterial resurfacings from 
the state’s mini-capital improvement spending bill that was passed 
in April. That funding will leverage an estimated $62.2 million in 
federal funding, providing enough money to resurface about 70 to 
80 miles of city streets through next year, Steele said. 

“Over the next 12 months using federal and state funding, we will 
do as much resurfacing as we had done in the four years prior com- 
bined,” Steele said.

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Network 
delay good 

for 2016 bid 

The United States Olympic Committee has managed to 
defuse another dispute with the International Olympic 
Committee, one that threatened to blow up on Chicago’s 
20 16 Summer Olympic bid. 

After its chairman, Larry Probst, met in Berlin on 
Saturday morning with IOC President Jacques Rogge, the 
USOC announced Sunday it will hold off indefinitely on the 
planned 2010 launch of the US. Olympic Network, its TV 
venture. 

By conceding to the IOC’s demand that it delay imple- 
mentation of the network until a variety of issues can be 
resolved, Probst has allowed the Chicago bid to stop being 
on the defensive as it was forced to explain the USOC’s 
actions to the voters who will choose the 2016 host Oct. 2. 

Speaking with a handful of US. reporters in Berlin as the 
statement was being released Sunday, Probst said, “The 
USOC wants to do everything it can to help support the 
Chicago bid. If this meeting with President Rogge and the 
decision we have made is going to be beneficial to the bid, I 
think that is terrific.” 

Chicago 2016 Chairman Patrick Ryan applauded the 
action in a composed public statement while undoubtedly 
doing verbal cartwheels in private. 

Probst also may have aided the bid by admitting the 
USOC mishandled the July 8 announcement of its network 
plans, which came one day after the IOC had sent the USOC 
a strongly worded cease-and-desist letter. 

“In hindsight, it probably could have been handled more 
effectively and more thoughtfully,” Probst said. “But as a 
result of conversations I’ve had with President Rogge, I 
think we’re on a good track.” 

Probst also admitted the USOC “underestimated the 
intensity of the (negative) reaction we got from multiple 
constituencies.” 

For the past three years, there had been an increasingly 
heated war of words on the revenue issue between leading 
IOC members, including Denis Oswald of Switzerland and 
Hein Verbruggen of the Netherlands (now a former mem- 
ber), and former USOC Chairman Peter Ueberroth. 

“The only thing that can cost Chicago the Games is con- 
tinuing squabbles between the two parties,” NBC Sports 
Chairman Dick Ebersol told the Tribune after the network 
quarrel between the USOC and the IOC broke out. ‘And 
this one clearly is all on the USOC, no two ways about it.” 


Chicago’s taking Monday off 


Many city offices will be closed Monday for 
a reduced-service day as part of efforts to 
balance the 2009 budget. 

City Hall, public libraries, health clinics 
and most city offices will be closed, accord- 
ing to a news release. 

As part of the 2009 budget, and without 
pay for affected city employees, reduced- 
service days also will be held on the Friday 
after Thanksgiving and on Christmas Eve. 

On the reduced-service days, the city will 


have only the minimum amount of staff for 
essential city services. The reduced staffing 
will not apply to police, fire or other direct 
public safety providers, the city said. 

City garbage collection and street sweep- 
ing will not take place on Monday, with 
those pickups or routes expected to be 
delayed one day 

The 2009 budget expects to save a total of 
$8.3 million over the three reduced-service 
days.

Bollywood star on airport

ROSEMONT Bollywood superstar Shah 
Rukh Khan on Saturday downplayed 
being questioned at a U.S. airport, saying 
it was part of a necessary but unfortunate 
procedure. 

Khan, one of the Indian film industry’s 
biggest stars, is in the U.S. to promote his 
new film, “My Name is Khan,” which is 
about racial profiling. 

He told Press Trust of India news agency 
that he was detained because his name came 
up on a computer alert list at Newark Liberty 
International Airport in Newjersey However, 
U.S. customs officials told The Associated 
Press that Khan was questioned as part of a 
routine process that took 66 minutes. 

“I told them I am a movie star,” Press 
Trust quoted Khan as saying. 


WHO IS HE? 

Khan, 44, has acted in more than 70 films, 
and has consistently topped popularity 
rankings in India for the past several years. 

The reported detention made top news 
on TV stations in India. 

Khan told reporters in suburban Chicago 
on Saturday that he did not want an apol- 
ogy from the U.S. government. Asked about 
what happened, he simply said: “I think it’s 
a procedure that needs to be followed, but 
an unfortunate procedure.” 

Khan made his comments after appear- 
ing at an Indian festival in Rosemont and 
did not mention the incident in his remarks 
to the crowd. 



U.S. Bureau of Customs and Border 
Protection spokesman Elmer Camacho said 
Khan was not detained. 

“His documents and papers were checked, 
which were found to be in correct order, but 
it took a little longer because his bag was lost 
by the airline.”

How to do it: This is an issue that can be serious because it breaks 
down trust between friends, according to Krombeen. Address it 
before it gets that far. Communicate, preferably in person, and 
not necessarily at the time of the alleged abandonment. “Put 
yourself in the other person’s shoes and try to understand their 
perspective,” Krombeen told RedEye. She said the slighted friends 
should emphasize they miss their friends’ company and not be 
accusatory or offensive. Hey, maybe pull a page from Champ 
in “Anchorman.” When Ron Burgundy starts dating co-anchor 
Veronica Corningstone, Champ laments to his pal Burgundy: “I 
miss your musk. When this all gets sorted out, I think you and me 
should get an apartment together.”
